233. We are of opinion that the Board must 
Lava full power to order and direct the officers 
and servants to carry‘ ont their orders, which 
orders should pass through the hands of the 
Secretary, whose duty it should be to see 
them carried out. 

984. It appears to the Commissioners that 
considerable laxity. has existed in the past as 
to the amount of supervision given to the 
subordinate members of the Staff more parti- 
cularly with regard to outdoor staff. 

There does not appear to hove been avy 
own avd it bas heon lft 
to the individual Medical Officer of Heallh to 
act in this matter ax he considered b-a'. 

285, While holding tho position of Meclical 
Officer of Health, Dr. Pearse appears to have 
devoted a considerable portion of his time, as 
moceb aa could bs spared from his other duties, 
to personal anpervision of the work done by the 
Taspeetore, On the othor hand, we have it on 
Dr, Atkinson's own evidence that up to 
ravent daw Dr Clark -as Medical Cicer of 
Heatth rarely left his office, practically giving 
little or uo supervision to the work of his 
subordinates.
